Judge R. S. Gofer, Attorney, appeared before the Council with referenoe

to the claim of Or. F. 0. Bolton against the City for additional services

rendered In connection with the TP&L negotiations. The Council took: the

matter under advisement*

Councilman Heed entered the Council Chamber.

H. a. Sevler, on behalf of the Library Association, extended an Invita-

tion to the Olty Council to visit their new building located on the block

south of Wooldridge Park, and also presented a request from said Association,

asking that the Oity put in curbing from Ouadalupe street west on Ninth street

along said block in order that they may proceed with the beautifying of the

grounds.

Richard Yett, Attorney, laid before the Qounoil claims, In the aggre-

gate of $̂ 158.IS, of service car operators for a refund of licenses paid. Ho

action was taken on the matter.

Mayor MoFadden laid before the Council the following resolution;

WHEREAS, on June 11, 1936, John W. Fritts received personal Injuries

by being burned with a wire charged with electric current furnished by the

Oity of Austin, and has made claim against the Oity of Austin for damages on

account of said injuries; and

WHEREAS, said party has agreed to settle in full his said claim against

the Olty for the sum of Eight Thousand, Four Hundred and Thirteen ($8̂ 13.00)

Dollars; and

WHEREAS, It Is deemed that such a settlement Is desirable and proper,

subject to the following conditions; and

WHEREAS, under the terms of its indemnity policy with the Oity of

Austin, the Zurich General Accident & Liability Insurance Co., Ltd., has paid

into the Treasury of the Olty of Austin, to the credit of the Earnings Fund

of the Water, Light & Power Department, the sum of Five Thousand Seven Hundred

and Eighty ($5*700.00) Dollars, in contribution to said settlement,

Now, therefore,

BE IT RESOLVED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE OITY OF AUSTIN:

That the sum of Eight Thousand Four Hundred & Thirteen ($S,̂ 13*00}

Dollars be and the same is hereby appropriated out of the Earnings Fund of

the Water, Light & Power Department, for the purpose of paying in full the

claim of said John iff. Fritts, and that a warrant for said amount be issued to

him; and that said warrant be delivered said Fritte, upon the execution and

delivery by him of a release to the Olty of Austin from all further claims



and demands on account of his said injuries, and upon the payment by said

Fritts of the bill of the Oity of Austin for hospital services amounting to

$̂ 13-00,
